It we were nuw to puil France to pirtc*s, 
and re-poſſeſs the Dutch,;s 5 Normwndy 


and Aqutiawe, the Provinces ©: Gaſroipn 
and Poidou, as formerly we did, it woul: 
be ſo tar from an Advantage to ns, that it 
would really burt us ; The Wine and Bran

It is tov long a Story to center into here 
hut I thiak 1 may be very free to ſay to you, 


that we get more Money by our Trade te 
Old Spain, even from America, than we ſhould 
do, it we had a free Trade to their Planta- 
tions in Americas direQly : I do not ſay, but 
for a few Years at the firſt of that Trade, 
we ſhould, by the exceeding Prices they 
now give, make more of it— But when the 
Staple was fix'd, and the Market glutted 
with Goods, and the Country become 
known, they would give no more for 
Goods there, than other Nations do ; 
whereas fiow Spain keeping the Trade, 
prevents great Glutts of Goods going thi- 
ther, maintains the Prices to their own 
Advantage, and we have equal Benefit from 
the Trade, as if America were lay'd open 
to all the World. 

1 could run the ſame Length in other 
Countries z *tis evident, the beft Poſſeſſion 
we can delire of any Country in Enrope, 
Afia, or Africa at this Time, is to have a 
tr-e Trade thither. 

This carries our Goods to them, briags 
their Morey to us, and our Subje&s go and 
retu.n 2g2in, if you were te have thoſe 
Coun: fr vourow?, your People would 
g0, and 90t retiien z their yvee muſt 
flow is: upon whu, ad Libitum,and you would 
Joſe beth your Money and y. ur People. 

What would the Kingdom , of Naples or 
Sicily, what the Dutchy «(ft Milan, what, 1 
ſay, weuld tlicſs Kingdoms fignifie co us, 
if we were by Rightof Conqueſt, or 
any P:rtition to pofſe's them?You could have 
no greater Trade to them than you have 
now, and all the reft would rather draw 
from you, thn return to you. 

Upon the whole, the greateſt Bl-fſing 
Britain can enpy, is to have Peace, a quiet 
Poſſefſun of that Part cf the World they 
do enjoy, and an open uninterrupted Com- 
merce with the reft. Give them but 
Peace, and let them alone to make them- 
ſelves Rich; give them but PEACE 
they muft have Trade. This ke: ps cheir 
People at Ho 0, 3nd brings the Wealth of 
all the Worid to chem; they covet no Share 
of ether Ptinces Doaminions, they are abun- 
dantly happy in the Petition of their own. 
—And in this t):y d.iter from all the 
World, thzt when of ther Nattons a Man 
gets an Eſtate ina forreign Country, he ſet- 
tles theie, eſtabliſhes his Family, and, his

Poſterity become Natives of that Country, 
he is loft to his own _— 
But if you ſpeak of England, it any of her 
Subjets grow rich abroad, whether in Zeſt 
or Weſt-Indies, Germeny, France, htely or 
Spain, he always depends upon coming 
Home to enjoy it, all their Earthly Heaven 
is there, and then their Native Climate is 
ſure to poſſeſs their Wealth, and their Po- 
fterity are reftored' to their Country.

Living Abroad, nor Dominion Abrozd ; 
give her Pcace and Trade, he i- the Hap- 
pieſr, and will be the Richeſt, and in 
Time the moſt Populous Nation in the 
World.
